FROM WINDSOR 
TO BUCKINGHAM 

All the King's horses, or acarly al, 
are being moved from the Royal 
Mews at Windsor to Buckingham fa- 
lace. : 

Although the change will be re- 
gretted oh sentimental grounds, it 
seems inevitable. Gone are the days 
seemingly forever, when furepcan | 
monarchs used to be drawn in full! 
pomp from Windsor Station to the | 
Castle, a distance of but a few hun- 
dred yards. 

In truth the new arrangement will 
have little effect upon the personel 
attached to Windsor castle. For some 
years past the famous Windsor greys 
have been the only horses to be kept 
&{-Windsor and many of their for- 
mer custodians ~atathe castle have 
already been retired on pession. The 
royal landaus which are used for fit 
drive during Ascot week, will remain 
at Windsor. 

The Mews at Buckingham Palace 
where the horses from Windsor will 
now be kept, were built by George 
IV and designed by Nash. Before 
then, the Royal Mews were in Traf- 
algar Square on the site of the nat- 
ional gallery. It is in the Royal Mews

the State coach is kept and they or- 


iginally housed the cream Hanover- 
ean horses which George IV always 
used for state occasions. 

After the war, perhaps because of 
the unpopularity of all things Ger- 
man, King George V temporarily 
substituted black horses for the 
creams—in 1921 and 1922. 

The development of motor trans- 
port has had its effect on the royal 
arrangements ang King Edward 
decided it is not necessary to keep 
more animals than’ are needed for 
State occasions in the Royal Muse in 
London with the exception of a few 
for private riding. 

The Windsor greys were introduced 
by George V and have been used on 
innumerable occasions. They will be 
seen again next year when the Cor- 
onation procession takes place. 


FOREST CONSERVATION 
STARTED IN GERMANY 


Due to a wise policy of afforesta- 
tion adopted 150 ‘years ago in the 
time of Frederick the Great, Germany 
is today a well-forested country. Tt is 
estimated that approximately 31 mill- 
ion acres, or about one quarter of 
the total area of the whole country, is 
covered with forest growth. Although 
no accurate estimate is obtainable, it 
is considered that some 68 per cent 
of the total standing timber repre- 
sents coniferous trees (pi silvest- 
ris 48 per cent and picea excelsa 25 
per cent), the remainder being beech 
and other hardwood forests. About 
43 per cent of the forest resources 
are estimated to be privately owned, 
while approximately 37 per cent are 
owned by the State. The remaining 
20 per cent is largely held by muni- 
cipal and other authorities, with a4 
small proportion owned by endow- 


* sl ments and syndicates. 


DOE GIVES BIRTH TO.

The mother was not with 
them, but a little later the body of a 
female, believed to«he the mother, 
was found in 4 shallow brook close 
by. It is presumed he mother died of 
weakness. The Chief Forest Ranger 
for the district took the triplets to his 
home and placed them in a large pen 
where they are being fed a gallon of 
milk a day. Later reports are that 
the triplets are thriving.
